Veteran’s widows were re¬ 
minded today that if they have 
limited income they -may be eli¬ 
gible for a Veterans Administra¬ 
tion pension. 

Under current law, qualified 
widows of wartime veterans who 
have died of causes not related 
to their service are eligible if 
their income is no more than 
$2,000 if they have no children, 
and no more than $3,200 if they 
do. 

If a widow does not qualify 
for a pension because of a higher 
income or because she remarries, 
her children may still be eli¬ 
gible to receive pensions. 

Pensions are based on need, 
the VA explained. Compensation 
is paid to the survivors of vet¬ 
erans who die of service-connect-, 
ed causes, and the income of the 
survivor has no bearing on eli¬ 
gibility or the amount paid.

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attention that the public does not 
devote to the non-hunted species. 

Many people cannot under¬ 
stand why the hunter would de¬ 
vote his hours and dollars to wild¬ 
life management just to turn 
around and hunt the animals he 
protects. The situation is really 
not that bewildering. The hunt¬ 
ing is a very necessary pari of 
proper wildlife management. 

Game biologists have found 
that if the hunter did not harvest 
large numbers of deer annually, 
the deer would soon become it’s 
own worst enemy. 

Predators Dsappearing 
They explain it this way: The 
forest is a closed ecological sys¬ 
tem. It has a limited number of 
producers (grasses, shrubs, trees, 
etc.) and a limited number of 
consumers (deer, squirrels, birds, 
etc.) Nature has imposed certain 
natural checks to keep the eco¬ 
system from falling out of bal¬ 
ance. In the case of the deer, 
these controls used to be preda¬ 
tors, such as wolves and cougars. 

However, the impact of ex¬ 
panding population has resulted 
in a sharp decrease in the num¬ 
ber of predators. This has left 
the deer without an effective nat¬ 
ural check. Without predations 
the deer population would in-

crease to a point where the deer 
would be it.s own worst enemy, 
a situation that is seldom pleas¬ 
ant in nature. 

Damage to an over populated 
range may take over 15 years to 
remedy once the d«er are again 
brought into balance with the 
habltmt. The only practical way 
to keep deer in balance with their 
habitant is tBirough properly con¬ 
trolled public hunting designed 
to remove only the surplus ani¬ 
mals from the range. 

The outcome of the 1968 hunt¬ 
ing season showed the benefits 
?f a well-planned hunting pro¬ 
gram. While there was a record 
harvest of 2_2 million deer in the 
fall off 1968 T the deer population 
the following summer was a rec¬ 
ord 15.5 million. 

It has been proven by many 
conservation surveys that hunt¬ 
ing is a very necessary biological 
tool for crop ping the annual deer 
surplus. 

It would seem then that the 
hunter is nod being- the slightest 
bit inconsistent in protecting 
game and Later hunting it. He 
would be far more inconsistent to 
spend time and money on conser¬ 
vation management just to allow 
the deer to destroy itself.
